The Advisory Council on Building Research and 
Development continues to exist; in 1949 it 
mended that “‘ Research should be undertaken on a 
comprehensive scale on all aspects of the sociological, 
physical and functional requirements of buildings ” 
and paid a number of tributes to the work and use- 
fulness of the B.R.S. 

Last week a deputation waited on the Government 
to protest against a proposal by the Chancellor of 
Exchequer to dismiss over thirty 
technicians from the B.R.S. The alleged saving in 
expenditure is less than £25,000 a year. 

In this topsy-turvy world there Seems to be 
human traits which are becoming so pronounced 
that some might think it suitable to devote that

£25,000 to pathological research into reasons for the 
increase in these curious traits ; one is forgetfulness 
of the immediate past and the other is loss of a sense 
of balance. 

The deputation to which we have referred made 
the point that research cuts will obviously put a 


brake on work to assist the speeding up and cost 
reduction of the housing drive so strongly advocated 
by the present and past governments and that the 
money saved by the cuts would be out of all pro- 
portion to the effects on housing development. We 
would go further and suggest the same could be 
said of all building operations. 

Constant demands are made by most of the 
interested parties in the building industry for advice 
and scientific data in connection with new materials 
and components, new methods, new inventions in 
lighting, heating, sanitation, site organization and 
the distribution of materials and components, to 
say nothing of the standardization of materials and 
components or of the codes of practice continually 
being pressed for throughout the industry. The 
very fact that the Post-war Building Studies have 
reached their thirtieth volume and that sales of these 
booklets have reached the phenomenal figure of 
about 600,000, is a minor indication of the need for 
continued research and is a measure of the impact 
of such work on an industry sull far from being well 
organized or fully efficient. 

If mere figures can mean anything the following 
comparison will be held to be significant, if only as 
pointing the economic issue: in 1950 the total 
building and civil-engineering output of England 
and Wales was £1,316,100,000; in the same year 
the total expenditure by all bodies on building 
research was less than £600,000—which equals, if 
we work it out aright, a mere .22 per cent.

THE CULTURAL WEALTH OF NATIONS 

Unesco has started the representatives of seventeen 
states on the drafting of a convention for what the 
Director-General has called “* a Red Cross of Cultural 
Property.” The work will be an attempt to get 
international agreement for the protection of artistic 
and historic objects in the event of armed conflict. 
The point is made that agreement on the issues could 
probably be obtained in a time of peace when con- 
ditions remain open for fruitful international collabora- 
tion; at the same time the Director-General made 
it clear that it was not to be assumed that the action 
taken meant Unesco thought a war inevitable.

Law Report 


Mr. Walter Edward Bangs, of Little- 
stead Green Farm, Dunsden, Reading, 
was the defendant in an action betore 
Mr. Justice Barry the Queen's 
Bench Division, July 24, in which Mr. 
Robert John Enys Sincock, an archi- 
tect and survevor, of Hart Street, 
Henley-on-Thames, claimed £137 6s 2d 
for professional services. In a counter- 
clam Mr. Bangs alleged negligence 
and breach of duty and asked for 
damages. 

The plainuff’s case was that in May, 
1950, he was asked by defendant to 
give a general opinion on Littlestead 
Farm, which defendant proposed to 
purchase at auction. He did so, and 
defendant purchased the house for 
£4,450. Later plaintiff was instructed 
to survey the house and buildings in 
connection with repairs and improve- 
ments, and he now claimed the fees 
for that work and the initial survey. 

Mr. Bangs’ case was that following 
his purchase of the house, when he was 
raising finance, an insurance com- 
pany’s surveyor drew attention to a 
settlement of a corner of the house, 
and to dry rot and woodworm in some 
buildings. Defendant counterclaimed 
for the cost of making good the defects. 

Mr. Justice Barry said he was satis-
